The comprehensive and interest¬ 
ing report given by J. M. McKay, 
School Committee Chairman, at 
the annual County of Vulcan rate¬ 
payers’ meeting on Feb. 20, cover¬ 
ed all phases of school operation 
during the past year and what was 
hoped to be accomplished in the 
year 1960. 

Mr. McKay took exception to the 
thought expressed in the Cameron 
Commission report that education 
might suffer under the county sys¬ 
tem of local government, stating 
that the county system brought 
greater co-operation between the 
various committees and made it 
possible, in his opinion, to give a 
higher standard of education. 

Certain increases in salaries are 
being asked by the teachers this 
year, the chairman said. The 
school committee felt that the new 
salary schedule set up last year 
was still competitive and one of 
the higjier schedules in the pro¬ 
vince and that it should remain 
unchanged this year. 

Mr. McKay’s talk was tape- 
recorded and the complete trans¬ 
cript is printed below. 

I think it should be said that the 
longer that I work in municipal 
life and the more I work with 
people of different levels of 
government, the more I feel that 
the county system of local govern¬ 
ment is the best. I say this with¬ 
out hesitation. I say it contingent 
upon these things: First of all, in 
any system of local government, 
we have to have co-operation be¬ 
tween various committees. Here, 1 
think that is the key to our suc¬ 
cess, and I feel that we have been 
successful, that we have had ex¬ 
cellent co-operation between the 
various groups, the Council, muni¬ 
cipal members, the school mem¬ 
bers, the agricultural service mem¬ 
bers and so forth, and to me it 
has been a pleasure to work with 
these fellows. I think that the key 
to the whole thing is that all times 
we know each other’s problems— 
maybe we don’t know the an¬ 
swers, but we konw the problems 
—and we are able to understand 
just what the other fellow is try¬ 
ing to do. 

Coming down to education in it¬ 
self, you perhaps wonder why I 
say what I did. Any of you that 
have rubbed up against the 
Cameron Report in the last few 
months perhaps will understand it. 
The Cameron Report made the 
statement that they were a little 
concerned about the establishment 
of the county type of local govern¬ 
ment. They were afraid that edu¬ 
cation in those areas would be¬ 
come subjected to municipal think¬ 
ing. In other words, we would find 
education being neglected in the 
interest of better roads and so on. 
I am here to say now that not 
only here but any place in this 
province, that is not so. You and 
I are all parents. We realize that 
our children have to be educated 
in the best fashion possible, and 
I don’t think whether you have a 
county or any other type of local 
government that it is going to 
have any bearing. I feel our sys¬ 
tem makes it possible for us to give 


them better education. 1 thought 
I should say that The Cameron 
Report is being shoved at you from 
every angle, and, 1 grant you there 
are many good features, but I 
won’t agree with them all. I have 
some more I will perhaps mention 
a little later. 

I would like to comment a little 
on our financial picture during the 
year. I told you at this meeting a 
year ago that we were going to 
spend a little more money for 
teachers' salaries, to improve owe 
buildings, and also our houring for 
our teachers. We have done just 
that On page 7, you will see our 
school expenditures. You will 
notice that our salary payroll for 
teachers Is $394,190. In 1958, It 
was $360,000. There is an increase 
there of $34,000, but you must re¬ 
member that we have three more 
teachers on the staff this year than< 
a year ago. The next one, opera¬ 
tion and maintenance, you will see 
we have gone up there from 
$80,000 to $111,000. Some of that, 
no doubt, is due to increased 
plants, some of it to repairs of 
teacherages. The next one, convey¬ 
ance of pupils. In 1958, we spent 
$180,000 to transport our children 
to school. In 1959, we spent 
$170,000. That is rather an inter¬ 
esting figure. We have reduced the 
cost of transporting our pupils by 
$10,000 in this past year. I think 
that at the same time it is safe 
to say we have given just as good 
a service, if not a little better. 
Our equipment is certainly up to 
standard. In fact, Mr. O’Reilly 
handed me a report that the In¬ 
spector of School Vans in this pro¬ 
vince made the statement to him 
that the County of Vulcan is 
operating, on the whole, one of the 
best school van services in this 
province. They are good and clean, 
and I want to compliment the van 
operators, not only our county 
owned vans, but the privately 
owned. They are doing a good job. 
They are keeping them clean. 
They are keeping them in good 
condition. I think that on the face 
of it all we have made some head¬ 
way in the field of transportation. 

The next item I would like to 
draw your attention to is debt 
charges. Our debt retirement 
charges have increased from $68,- 
000 to $73,000. That, of course, is 
due to the opening of new plants 
and our debenture issue has in¬ 
creased. 

I would like to spend just a 
moment on what we hope to do in 
the year to come. We are not al¬ 
ways able to do this, but we al¬ 
ways have hope. The first com¬ 
ment I would like to make is to 
teachers’ salaries. Last year, we 
made quite a substantial increase 
in teachers’ salaries. I told you « 
year ago that our salary schedule 
was low in comparison to com¬ 
petitive areas in the province, and 
your Board in conjunction with 
your Council, raised this level so 
that at the moment there are only 
two areas in the province that are 
above us. There are nine in the 
same category, and I would say 
roughly there are thirty below us.

Civic Centre Needed? 

Growing interest is being expressed by individuals 
and organizations of the town and district in the ap¬ 
parent need for some type of a civic centre in Vulcan. 

The need for larger and better banquet-room 
facilities has long been felt. A maximum of about 175 
persons, crowded together, can be seated in the base¬ 
ment of the Vulcan Lodge Hall and this can hardly 
be termed adequate for a town that is the county seat 
and growing at a steady rate. 

Hall space, although not so pressing a problem 
at the present time, would likely be well utilized. The 
Lodge Hall is in use most nights of the week, the 
Armouries is busy six nights a week with various 
militia and cadet activities and sports, and the school 
auditoriums are used mostly for student activities with 
their use as public halls not encouraged. 

If it is felt that a real need exists for some type 
of civic centre, some group would likely have to take 
the lead in conducting a survey to determine to what 
extent such a building would be used, how it would be 
financed, how it would be operated and generally de¬ 
cide other questions that are bound to arise. It would 
need to be a real community project 

It is understood that the government recreation 
grant of about $12,000 could be used for such a pro¬ 
ject if the town so desired, but this would be only a 
small portion of the money required for such an un¬ 
dertaking. 

The first matter to be settled is whether or not 
there is a real need for such a building. If there is, it 
should not be hard to arouse public interest.

We hope 1969 is going to be an¬ 
other good season for our gravel¬ 
ling program. We are going into 
iiic fifth year, and we hope to 
complete the 5 - year program 
which was set up in 1955 by the 
County Council. 

We built 49!i miles of elevator 
grade and 1 , 6 % miles of scraper 
built road, making a total of 66 
miles of new grade. We also com¬ 
pleted the installation of eight 
large pipes supplied by the De¬ 
partment of High ways, and com¬ 
pleted the filling in of six new 
bridges which were built in the 
fall of 1958 and in 1959 by the De¬ 
partment of Highways Bridge 
Branch. We installed, in new roads 
and otherwise, 7,632 feet of various 
sized culverts at a cost of 
$25,539.38 for the cost of the pipe 
only. 

We had very little lost time this 
past season, due to having one 
spare cat and one spare elevator 
grader.
